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DECORATIVE  DAHLIAS 

Aladdin — Old  rose  with  golden  shading.  An  artist  described  this  as 
the  most  perfect  blending  of  colors  he  had  ever  seen.  $2.50. 

Aleppo — Tea  rose  shading  to  champagne.  The  blending  of  the  colors 
in  this  Dahlia  is  unique.  $2.50. 

A1  Koran — Yellow  suffused  with  golden  rod  and  amber.  The  petals 
of  this  flower  have  a marcelle  wave  effect  which  makes  it  very 
attractive.  It  is  a great  prize  winner,  receiving  first  prize  at  the 
San  Francisco  and  Oakland  Shows  in  1922  for  best  established 
seedling.  Also  first  prize  for  vase  of  twelve  blooms  which 
were  shown  with  stems  at  the  latter  show.  The  following  are 
a few  of  the  1924  awards  for  this  dahlia: 

Mr.  Wm.  H.  Shorey  of  Seattle  won  the  society’s  Sweepstake 
Gold  Medal  prize  at  the  Seattle  Dahlia  Show,  held  on  Sep- 
tember 17th  and  18th. 

Clinton  Terwilleger  of  Mahwah,  N.  J.,  won  the  first  prize  at 
Garden  Club  Show  for  best  decorative  dahlia  and  also  special 
prize  for  the  best  dahlia  in  the  show.  He  repeated  his  success 
at  the  Bergen  County  Show,  held  at  Westwood,  N.  J.,  by  win- 
ning first  prize  for  best  decorative  dahlia  and  the  special 
prize  for  the  best  dahlia  in  the  show. 

Mr.  A.  A.  Styvers,  of  Caldwell,  N.  J.,  also  won  two  first 
prizes. 

Mr.  A.  F.  Schulte  of  Oakland  won  first  prize  at  the  San  Fran- 
cisco show  for  the  best  dahlia  exhibited  by  an  amateur.  $4.00. 

A1  Malaikah — Salmon  shading  to  orange  yellow,  suffused  with  old 
rose.  Impossible  to  describe  the  beauty  of  this  dahlia.  $2,50. 

Hella — Sienna,  antique  gold,  reverse  of  petal  ruby  and  fawn.  This  is 
another  of  the  medium  size,  but  the  blending  of  color  is  beau- 
tiful. $2.50. 

India — Lavender  pink,  shading  to  orchid.  The  stem  on  this  Dahlia 
is  slightly  pendant  but  it  is  far  from  being  weak.  We  might 
term  this  a Ladies’  Dahlia  as  they  go  in  raptures  over  the 
color  and  it  is  a wonderful  keeper.  $2.50.

Mecca— Burnt  orange.  Exceptionally  large  flowers.  In  a class  by 
itself  as  far  as  color  is  concerned.  $2.50. 

Murat— Apricot  shading  to  coral  pink.  The  extreme  edge  of  each 
petal  looks  as  though  an  artist  s brush  had  painted  it  with 
coral  pink.  $2.50. 

Salaam — Shade  of  fuschia.  This  flower  will  not  go  over  seven  inches 
in  diameter.  $2.50. 


PEONY  DAHLIAS 

Alma  Davies — Salmon  pink  shading  to  deep  old  rose  and  apricot.

Also  first  prize  on  collection  of  California  Dahlias  and  first 
prize  on  collection  of  Peony  Dahlias  at  Palace  Hotel  Show, 
San  Francisco.  First  prize  for  vase  of  best  three-year-old 
seedling,  Pacific  Coast  Horticultural  Society,  October  26th. 
In  1922  first  prize  for  best  basket  of  Peony  Dahlias  at  Palace 
Hotel  Show,  San  Francisco.  This  dahlia  will  not  wilt  on  a 
hot  day  as  the  ordinary  dahlia  is  apt  to  do.  It  is  a wonderful 
keeper  and  has  from  fifteen  to  eighteen  inches  of  stem  to  the 
first  lateral  and  every  bloom  on  the  bush  is  perfect.  $5.00. 

Mrs.  Jim  McCandless — Old  gold  shading  to  apricot.  I figure  this 
dahlia  will  capture  many  first  prizes  for  largest  dahlia  in  the 
show.  This  dahlia  was  in  all  my  prize  winning  collections  in 

1921  and  1922.  $2.50. 

Thelma  Jorgensen — Cavalry  gold,  dark  orange  and  white.  This 
dahlia  was  in  my  prize  winning  collection.  This  fancy  will 
very  often  produce  a flower  with  the  solid  color  of  cavalry 
gold  and  dark  orange.  $2.50.

This  dahlia  should  be  in  every  garden,  as  it  is  a flower 
with  an  enviable  record.  From  1921  to  the  present  time  it 
has  received  numerous  prizes  in  all  parts  of  the  world.  In 
addition  to  the  beauty  of  this  dahlia,  its  keeping  qualities  are 
positively  unexcelled.  $5.00. 

Ismalia — Velvety  maroon  shading  to  red.  This  is  a very  beautiful 
flower,  being  extremely  large  and  on  stiff  stems.  I have  re- 
ceived numerous  comments  from  all  parts  of  the  country  on 
the  exquisite  beauty  of  this  attractive  dahlia.  $2.50. 

Moslem — Burnt  orange  shading  to  amber.  A beautiful  flower  ad- 
mired by  everybody.  $2.50. 

Syria — The  only  perfectly-formed  fancy  Hybrid  Cactus.  May  rose 
and  canary  yellow  striped  and  splashed  with  dark  cardinal. 
This  dahlia  won  three  first  prizes  and  one  second  out  of  four
